{published Chief Justice Horton's “opinion” entire. 


While in Topeka, 4 fow days after the appearance of 
said article in the “Capital,” wo asked Major Hud- 
son, tho editor, if be would publish a reply or 
criticism upon Horton's opinion, Ife answered that he 
would do so provided the reply was not too “persunal.” 
With this understanding we prepared an article head. 
ed as above and gavo it into the hands of tho manag: 
ing editor of the “Gapital,” who after a fow days ro- 
turned it to us with the explanation that “from the 
crowded condition of our columns the publication of 
your article will be impossible at this time.” 

We herewith give tho first part of the rejected ar- 
ticle-—the latter part having been published in Lucr- 
FER of March 18. ; 


Epiror OATITAL s——Please allow a citizen of Kansas 
to call the attention of his fellow citizens to what 
seems to him a great wrong inflicted, in tho name of 
law and justice, upon two innocent and unoifending 
persons. It isa case wherein the rights of men and 
women to libertygof person and to freedom of con- 
scienco are most intimately concerned. It is a case 
without a parallel, so far as the writer lias ever heard. 
Briefly stated they {were convicted of violating the 
statutory regulations requiring a legal functionary, 
armed with a license, as ofliciator at the marriage— 
something not even alluded to in the section under 
which they were :prosecuted, An appeal was taken 
tu the Supreme Cor 
several months the decision of the District Court in 
tho caso has lately Leen aflirmed, 

One moro appeal, at least, is allowed to these do- 
fendants. The baste principles of the American gov- 
ernment is that tho people rule. The peuple, tho 
voters, are tho real sovercigns, Officers of all sorts, 
including judges, aro amenablo to the people for tho 
manner in which they discharge their several fune- 
tions or duties, ‘lo this court of last resort I, the 
fatber of Lillian Harman, desire, and claim it as my 
tight, to mako an appeal from tho decision lately ron- 
dered by the court storesaid, 

This appeal is made, 

First, on the ground that the defendants were not 
gouvicted of the offense charged in the indictment, 
anc 

Second, that the 12th section of the “Marriage Act,” 
as found in the Kansas Statutes, violates tho basic 
principles of American government and is therefore 
unconstitutional and should be void. 

+ First-—to convict the prisoners of the crimo (if it bo 
a crime) of ‘Jiving together without being married,” 
it is absolutely necessary to show that they were not 
married at the time of such living together, In order 
to do this it must bo shown that the civil contract be- 
tween E. O. Walker and Lillian Warman did not 
amount to marriage, or, that they in their contract did 
not intend marriage, ‘This latter is the view takon by 
Judge Valentine, but Judges Johnson and Lorton 
(the majority) did not concur in that view a3 tho basis 
of their argument, Justice Morton expressly says the 
“question is not whether Edwin Walker and Lillian 
Harman are married,” Elsewhere he admits that peo- 
ple may marry themselves, 

For this reason, if no other, we appeal from the reo- 
altirmed decision of the District Court to the common 
sense of justice inherent in the minds of our fellow 
citizens, and we ask them to hold these judges ac- 
countable fora manifest perversion of justico and of 
equity in the namo of and under the forms of statuta 
law. The parties are either married or they are not, 
If married itis simply preposterous~-to put it mildly— 
to pünisli them for “living together without being mar- 
ried, 

Second. The 12th setvtion of the marriage act makes 
ita ‘tmisdemeanor,” punishable by “fine not exceed- 
ing $1.000, and by imprisonment not exceeding threo 
mouthe,” for persons to “live together as man and 
wife without being married,” 

Let us ask, What is the legitimate object and scopo 
of civil government ? Howard Crosby,a distinguished 
doctor of laws says: “If we want to keep ourselves 
from a paternal and tyrannical form of government 
we must make our laws punish crimes only,” Here 
is the bed-rock principle of free government, The 
right to life, libertt and pursuit of happiness demands 
that civil laws shall take no vognizance of the acts of 
men and women until a real crime is committed. 
Crimes and misdemeanors cannot be crealed by “act of 
the legislature.” The judges of the Supreme Court 
are competent to decide upon the constitutionality ol 
any law. tis certainly their duty to declare uncon- 


stitutional all laws that invade the natural rignts of

the citizen, Scxassociation is a natural right, and 
until it can bo shown that these defendants (on the 


assumption that thoy aro nat married) havo invaded 
tho personal or property rights of any human being 
they must be held guiltless of any crime. 

There was no pretensa mada py tho camplaining 
witness that Edwin Walker and Lillian Haran did an 
injury to him personally or to any ono alse, and there- 
fora wo again maintain, for this reason also, that tho 
judges should havo get aside and overruled the decis- 
sion of the District Court. 

It is not within the legitimate province of civil law 
to vompel people to take caro of themrelves and to 
srovide safeguards for their respectivo children, 
Those who waive their right to tho record of marriage 
commit no erjmo by so doing,

“Tt is impossthlo for any inan witha good heart to 
ba satisfied with this world as it now is, No ono can 
truly enjoy even what ho carns—what ho knows to be 
his own--knowing that millions of hfs fellow-men aro 
in misery and want. When wo think of tho famished 
wo feci that it is almost heartless to eat, ‘lo moot the 
ragged and shivering makes one almost ashamed to be 
well dressed and warm--one feels as though hie heart 
was as cold as their bodies. 

“In a world filled with millions and millions of 
acres of land waiting to be tilled, where ona man can 
raiso the food for hundreds, yet millions on the edge 
of famine, Who can comprehend tho stupidity at the 
bottom of this truth? 

“Is there to be no change? 

“Aro “tho law of supply and demand,” invention and 
science, monopoly and competition, capital and legisse 
lation always to be the enemies of those who toil? 
Will the workers always be ignorant enough and stu- 
vid enough to give their earnings for the useless? 

Vill they support millions of soldiers to kill the sons 
of other workingmen? Will they always build tem- 
ples for ghosts and phantoms,and live in hu ts anddens 
themselves?

MORAL OBLIQUITY. 

Our prevalent und iucroasing senti- 
ment of centralizing yovernmentalism 
has woll-nigh obscured every principle 
of natural right that ever had a lodg- 
ment in the minds of American editors 
and politicians, A somewhat recent il- 
lustration of this moral obliquity of 
vision is found in an editorial in the 
Chicago Mail, edited by Frank Hatton, 
ox-Postmaster General, Here is tho 
editorial, in full; 

“The young mail clerk who was ar- 
rested rocently for stealing letters in 
transitu set up a bold defenss.-, It is a 
modern application of the old ‘principle 
that “the end justifies the monns,” but 
not quite in  socordauce with the 
still older doctrine as onunciated by St. 
Paul, that ovil should uot be done even 
for the purposaoi securing good results. 
When the letter thie! was arrested he 
took tho matter coolly and declared that 
not only was he not a crimiual, but that 
he was stoaling ia the interest of the 
postal department and in obediencs ta 
the law, This he explained by stating 
that hə stole none but lettera ad dressad 
to neertain notorious lottery; tht lottery 
letters are vot protected by the postal 
Jaws, but aro’positively prohibited; that 
itis necriminal act to mail them, and 
that by removing them and appropriut- 
ingthem tu bis owu use he was Apholding 
the taw and protecting the sanctity of 
Uncle Sam's mail pouches. 

‘This ingenious young defender of the 
purity of the mail service went on to 
arguo that if an agent disooverel a bote 
tle containing nu explosive or corrosive 
com pound in the mails be ig not guiity of 
n crime in removing and destroying it. 


The wenk pointe in the defense is that ` 


the clerk Leld no commission authoriz- 
tng him to guard the purity of the traus- 
portation service by this mathod. It 
scems also that he was not {iu the Labit 
of making a report of his operations to 
the departments These tritliay iu- 
adequacies may turn the case against 
him, Inotber worls he will ba sized 
up, not as a public benefactor, but as a 
thiet.” 


This “young mail clerk” was evidently 
saturated with the idea that those who 
violate “law” have no rjghts, and bence 
ho inferred that he could steal from 
them with perfect impunity. Itas:ma 
never to have occurred to Lim that those 
who chose to spend their money for lot. 
tery tickets were entitled to any pro 
tection whatever. They, forsooth, bad 
not asked his consent or the U, S. gov- 
ernment, Here we haven fresh instance 
of the baleful effects flowing from class 
legislation, from paternal exactinenta in 
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the alleged interests of morality. This 
young man, if pot actually made a thief, 
was given a specious pretext and had 
an opportunity, to put his dishonest 
proclivities in practice, by this U. S. 
statute against lotteries. His employer, 
the U. S. government, set the example, 
and he but followed in its footsteps. If 
he issent to tbo penitentiary as a thief, 
as an accessory, in the robbing of lottery 
patrons, then every senator ‘and con- 
kressman and every other official en- 
gaged in the eunctment and enforcement 
of this invasive statute should accompa- 
ny him as principals. 

In commenting upon this clerk's “de- 
fense," Frank Hattton ex-Postmaster 
General, says that the “weak point” 
in it ie that said clerk “held no 
commission authorizing him to guard 
the property of the transporta- 
tion servico by this method” ‘The 
only inference from this is that if tho 
clerk had held such a commission his 
stealing would have been all right 
and proper. Itis not wrong, says Mr. 
Frank Hutton, provided you buve n 
commission from the government so to 
do. No, there ia one thing more cs- 
sential—this goverriment-commissioned 
mail robber must report his stealings to 
his principals that thero may be the 
proper “divy."—"It seems also that 
he was not io tho habit of reporting his 
operations to tho department” “It 
may be said that Mr, Hatton intended 
to be understood as wiitivg satirically, 
Even if this be granted, which is more 
than the context warrants, it loaves the 
essential facts the same, that Mr, Hate 
ton’s argument ig directly parallel with 
the pleaot every paternalist when argu- 
ing upon related questions, aud that he 
has not the most remotely touched the 
real “weak point” of the thieving clerk's 
defenso, ‘This weak point is found in 
his contention that it ho should find in 
a mail pouch a bottle containing an ex- 
plosivo or corrosive compound he would 
be justified in removing and destroying 
it, and that the carrying of letters di- 
rected to lottery companies is as much 
forbidden as is the transportation of 
theso dangerous articles. Concerning 
this characteristic paternal argumont, 
1 remark; First, that, independent and 
outside of all law ho has a moral right 
and is under moral obifgations to re- 
move and, if necessary, destroy, whutever 
is'likely"tu injuro the pouches and their 
contents, or to wound or kill the ecm- 
ployes or the parties to whom addressed, 
Second—Those having charge of any 
such service havo a right and are under 
obligation to make rules excluding such 
explosive or corrosive articles from tho 
receptacles in which they place or trans- 
port the communicatious or valuables 
coming to them as carriors, but they have 
no right to forbid the transmissiéu of 
money or the representative of money, 
to n lottery company any more that toa 
book firm or a seed house, The would- 
bo purchaser must mako his own invest- 
ments and take his own risks, If he is 
foolish enough to invest in lottery tick- 
ets, all right. That is his own lookout, 
uot mine, nor this young clerk's, nor Mr, 
Hatton’s, nor that of the U, S. govern- 
ment, 

But the Mail sees nothing of this, its 
only idea of murality aud honesty ia 
that of the man who is afraid of the pen- 
altios of the law, Lut who has no ilen of 
patural morality and justice,

SUPREME COURT DECISION. 


SYLLALUS! 


1. The mutual present assent to ime 
mediate marriago by porsons capable of 
uestming thot relation, is sufficient to 
constitute marriage at common law; and 
such a marriage will bo sustained in 
thìs stato where its validity is diroctly 


MORTON'S OPINION, 


Chief Justice Horton Slol n concur- 
risg opinion, which is as follows: “Upon 
tho record as prosented to us, the ques. 
tion isin my opinion, for consideration, 
ig not whether Bawin Walker and Lillian 
Harman aro married, but whether in 
marrying, or ratber in hving togethor 
as man and wito, they have observed tho 
statutory requirement, 

The lauguage of tho statuto is, “The 
marriage relation shall only .be entered 
iuto, maintuined or abrogated as pro- 
vided by law, “Any porsons living tos 
gether as man and wifo within tho state 
without being marriod, shall be deemed 
guilty of a mismomeanor,” Soo 12, 
chap. 61, Comp. laws, 1870. 

My constructiou of those provisions is 
that a ceremonial marriago must be 
ovlebrated ın vonformity therowith, and 
that any persons living together as man 
and wife without boing married accords 
ing to these directions, are hablo to the 
penalty thereof. X do not say, nor do I 
iptond to jutimate that a “consensual mar- 
riage” is not valid, but tho logislaturo 
has the right to requiro parties assuming 
the marriage relation, to havo the mar- 
ringe entered into publicly,and a record
